w. ih  the  saloons  and  other  place9  of  re¬ 
sort  open  day  and  night,  and  seven  days 
In  the  week,  to  draw  yqung  men  away 
from  home  an<^  church—  even  In  Bloom¬ 
field.  certainly  we  ought  to  bid  a  Y.  M  C. 
A  orauy  other  like  association,  that  will 
do  something  to  offset  these  devilish 
places,  (Jed- speed.  Certainly  we  ‘•hail  It 
with  joy.  thankful  for  the  new  power  given 
to  Christianity  In  the  earth.”  “Their 
work  i*  outsldeof  and  beyond  that  done 
by  the  churches,  and  thus  furnishes  its 
own  justification."  True,  but  not  antag¬ 
onistic  to  the  churches,  butrather  a  help¬ 
er  In  a  line  of  Christian  duty  that  has  been 
too  long  neglected,  a  line  of  work  con¬ 
trolled  and  guided  by  active  church  men 
and  by  those  in  sympathy  with  the  young, 
and  if  sogulded.  will  prove  a  grand  aid 
and  helper  to  the  churches. 

Home  life  must  not  »>e  neg  ected.  church 
meetings  must  not  be  abandoned.  The 
V.  M.  C.  *A.  loyally  enjoins  on  Its  mem¬ 
bers  to  “hold  their  duties  and  obligations 
to  their  respective  churches  as  having  the 
prior  claim  upon  their  sympathy  and  ef¬ 
forts.  "  * 

A  *rel:gious  newspaper  raised  the  ques¬ 
tion,  whether  the  Associations  absorbed 
so  much  of  the  time  and  strength  of  its 
members  as  t«i*“fei>der  them  of  little  ser¬ 
vice  to  the  churebrs  to  which  they  belong. 
In  order  to  ascertain  the  facts  in  the  case 
the  New  Yonl  Association  sent  out  a  num¬ 
ber  of  questions  to  Its  members.  In  re¬ 
sponse  334  replies  were  received,  from 
which  the  following  are  some  of  the  facts 


officers,  of  which  18  were  deaco  s,  11 
elders.  t>  vestrymen,  6  stewards,  8  trus¬ 
tees  and  15  ushers,  107  Sunday  school 
teachers  and  54  Sunday  school  officers, 
112  belong  to  Young  Peop'es  As  eolations 

*  in  their  own  cburchvs  and  32  hold  offices 
therelu ;  204  regularly  attend  the  week 
evening  service  in  their  churches,  and  of 
those  who  do  not,  many  voluntarily  stated 
either  that  they  belong  to  churches  who 
hold  no  week  evening  service,  or 

i  that  the  distance  between  their  residences 
and  churches,  or  the  late  hours  of  busi¬ 
ness  interfered  with  the  attendance. 

“Money  must  be  freely  spent.”  Far 
better  to  have  it  spent  in  this  way  than  in 
the  support  of  sa  ou;  s  and  resorts  of  ques¬ 
tionable  character  as  is  now  done  to  .a 
large  extent,  even  in  staid  old  Bloomfield. 

We  have  numbers  of  young  men  In  need 
of  the  influences  of  a  Y.  M.  C.  A.  or  some 
similar  institution  even,  in  this  moral  town. 
Let  a  person  look  aQound  the  street  cor¬ 
nets  of  an  evening,  let  him  open  the  doors 
of  semaof  th<  saloons  aud  look  in,  yes 
let  him  remain  around  the  doors  of  our 
churches  of  a  Sanday  evening  and  seethe 
young  men  standing  there  but  who  do  not 
enter,  and  see  if  there  are  not  young  men 
who  need  the  influences  of  a  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
It  can  be  affirmed  without  danger  of  con¬ 
tradiction  that  In  Bloomfield  there  are 
•young  men,  sons  of  Christian  parents,  who 
ought  to  be  in  our  churches  and  who,  with¬ 
in  the  past  few  years,  have  been  more  or 
less  concerned  as  to  their  souls  interests, 
who  because  their  church  opened  its  doors 
occasional  ly  for  an  hour  or  two  aud  because 
we  older  ones  have  not  discharged  our 
duty  to  them,  are  now  on  the  road  to  bad, 
and  some  of  them  a  long  distance  on  that 
road.  Young  men  who,  in  all  probability, 
if  they  ha<l  had  the  well  conducted  Y.  M. 
C.  A  to  offset  the  attractions  of  saloons 
or  other  resorts  might  now  be  leading 
lives  of  usefulness  and  be  a  help  to  their 
respective  churches,  instead  of  an  oppos¬ 
ing  force.  The  writer  has  had  parents  and 
friends  urging  him  to  use  his  influence 
over  the  young  men  of  their  interest.  He 
could  invite  them  to  church  or  prayer 

*  meeting,  could  appeal  to  their  manhood, 
or  to  their  love  of  friends,  but  what  was 
that  compared  with  the  constant  allure¬ 
ments  in  the  opposite  direction? 

We  do  uut  “now  propose  in  effect  to  or¬ 
ganize  a  new  chutch  to  be  supported  by 
the  money  whien  should  be  devoted  to  the 
sustetitaiion  of  the  old  organizations,  ’but 
we  do  believe  we  hay©  organized  an  auxil¬ 
iary  to  the  old  organizations,  that  if 
taken  ho’d  of  and  supported  by  the  church¬ 
es,  as  it  should  be,  will  do  a  gram]  work 
in  helping  our  young  men,  in  helping  our 
boyar.  with  a  gathering  place  of  pleasant 
a-s  ciatlans  and  surroundings  under 
Christian  influences  and  guidance.  But 
if  our  Churches  antagonize  it,  causiug  a 
failure,  as  has  been  done  in  some  other 
places,  to  the  writer’s  knowledge,  then  un¬ 
questionably  “the  state  of  religion  will  be 
left  at  a  lower  ebb  than  before.”  Pray 
God  no  auch  calamity  may  befall  us. 

Rev.  John  Hall,  D.D..  of  New  York 
City,  says  .  “The  Young  Men  s  Christian 
Association  deserves  support :  first,  be¬ 
cause  its  work  is  for  young  men  ;  second, 
because  it  takes  advantage  of  the  social 
element  In  young  men  ;  and  third  because 
it  is  a  Christian  Association."

with  ail  my  heart.  It  has  under  God 
done  more  in  developing  me  for  Christian 
wort  than  any  other  agency. " 

Hon  Theodore  W  Dwight,  bend  of  the 
Colombia  Law  School  of  New  York  Cty 
says :  “  Thane  Associations  I  hold  to  be 
a  part  of  the  noblest  efforts  of  our  mod¬ 
ern  Christian  civilization.” 

A  H.  Huong.  D.  D..  LL  D  ,  President 
of  Theological  Department  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Rochester,  revs:  “With  the 
Association,  as  an  institution.  I  have  the 
deepest  sympathy.  I  have  been  closely 
Identified  with  it  through  two  pastorates

Not  even  the  most  fash¬ 
ionable  London  emporium  can  display  dolls 
equaling  in  piukness  of  complexion,  in  round¬ 
ness  of  eye.  in  auriferousness  of  tresses,  in 
wealth  of  lace  and  flounces  awl  frilleries,  and 
in  radient  sheen  of  bronzb  kid  boots,  the 
dolls  exhibited  in  Paris. 

In  the  m&nufaeture  of  small  porcelain  dolls 
arrayed  as  brides,  babies,  shepherdesses, 
beadles  and  gendarmes,  the  French  are  also 
wonderfully  skillful,  and  they  make  nearly
